June 27 —Consider­ 
able apprehension regarding the fate 
of statehood exists throughout this sec­ 
tion. and especially in Indian Terri­ 
tory. 
A significant statement made a 
few days ago by a Catholic priest, who 
just returned from Washington, has 
given cause for considerable comment. 
This priest was a classmate and life­ 
long frind of Attorney General Bona­ 
parte. 
Just before leaving Washing­ 
ton for the new state he was a guest 
at the Bonaparte home. In speaking of 
the constitution, Mr. Bonaparte said: 
“ I have given the constitution care­ 
ful consideration, and to my mind I 
never read a more socialistic docu­ 
ment. 
I fear the .president will not 
ratify the work.” 
A prominent Indian Territory man 
was told at Washington last week that 
the attorney general had doubted the 
constitutionality of the enabling act.

M aster of Details. 
One may find stories among former 
Armour employes, told not 
with 
a 
view to contrast with this testimony 
but with due recogntion of the man’s 
capacity and mastery of the routine 
of a great business, which are in con­ 
flict. 
One of these men for years had 
been a traveling auditor of the busi­ 
nesses of the Armour branch houses, 
scattered over one of the great sec­ 
tions of the west. 
In this organiza­ 
tion of the Armour business each 
branch house has its own manager. 
Each of ten or 12 houses comes un­ 
der the supervision of a superintend- 
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Iv. bkt' the explosion of a shotgun, 
the head of Armour 
& 
Co. 
touches 
upon business. 
“That overstocking in poultry just 
before Thanksgiving, Mr. Jones. 
It 
wasn't a good business move. Loss of 
five cents a pound on 5,000 pounds of 
soft' stock. 
It mustn't occur again.” 
The manager stammers a little. He 
has an excuse, perhaps, and the ex­ 
cuse is listened to respectfully. 
Talk 
may drift away from the subject a 
little. 
Then, as suddenly and un­ 
expectedly, the head of Armour <x Co. 
comes back to the atopic from a new 
angle. 
It is an explosive recurrence, 
but iii the inevitable low, even tones 
of the dictator. 
It is disconcerting to 
the degree that 
if is unexpected— 
and a disconcerted employe is regard­ 
ed as one of the inspirations of Og­ 
den Armour. 
Before he is done with 
the department head he may have 
come back three or four times to 
the unpleasant subject. 
But when he 
has gone the manager has the lesson 
of his mistaken judgment firmly im­ 
pressed upon his mind. 
He will not 
offend again. 


Close Supervision Necessary. 
That such a lesson may be worth 
while is suggested in the fact that 
there are about 330 of these branch 
houses throughout the country. Three 
hundred and fifty manager are neces­ 
sary tor their conduct, and ITG super­ 
intendents and as many traveling au­ 
ditors overlook the business of these 
houses between the Armour head and 
the myriad details of buying and sell­ 
ing. 
The possibility of $200 loss in each 
of UGO branches is an item, even in a 
business which nets $5,000,000 or $6.- 
000,000 in a year. 
It is only the accurate knowledge 
of Armour which saves him in these 
personal rounds of inspection. 
There 
are 
managers 
and 
superintendents 
and traveling auditors who are touchy 
enough by instinct and by training 
to resent idle inquisitions of the kind. 
There is no resenting the keen, clear 
cut analyses of the m aster of a great 
business and of its almost infinitesi­ 
mal details. 
There is a story extant in which 
just one man did resent the Armour 
finding. 
He was tin* cashier of the Boston 
branch of the business, and he drew 
one of the big salaries on the Ar­ 
mour rolls. 
One day, unexpectedly 
as usual. Armour entered the Boston 
office a quarter of an hour ahead of 
the cashier. 
Most men will admit that it isn’t 
a pleasant experience to go to one’s 
office expecting to find an employe 
there and who for any reason has not 
yet shown up. 
In the height or the 
baseball season it requires an unusu­ 
ally good American to accept any 
kind of excuse for the absence. 
But when a man who never had any 
time for society himself finds himself 
In such a position of cooling his heels 
because of an employe who has had 
entirely too much time for th at par­ 
ticular thing— 
. 
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thing about 
what a set of books 
should be!” 
"Mr. 
Armour," 
and 
the 
cashier 
shook the desk with the force of his 
clinched fist, “that’s a --------------------- 
creditable ledger, and I know what 
I'm talking al>out!’’ 
But knowing or not knowing the 
Boston branch hail a new cashier 
within a week or two. 
Which was no I 
surprise to the cashier, either. 


Direct in Questioning. 
No one in the employ of Armour & 
Co. ever has accused the head of the 
present business of being unapproach­ 
able. 
Approaching him, no employ© 
knowing him has expected a warm, 
smiling greeting. 
None ever expects 
to escape the battery of keen ques­ 
tionings. one question hot after the 
other, 
straight 
to 
the 
point, 
and 
stripped of superfluous wording. 
Not that a1! such talk of the head 
of the Armours is inquisitorial. 
It 
would be hard to count the number ol 
managers, superintendents and travel 
ing auditors who in years past have ! 
come to the general office In Chicago 
to meet the chief in smiling mood, 
who have been complimented in words 
regarding their work, and who at the 
end of the interview have been pre­ 
sented with an order for a gold watch 
and a suit of clothes. 
These uro con­ 
venient. convertible orders, too. lf the 
man doesn't need a watch, the order 
will be cashed at the cashier’s win­ 
dow at $50; or if he has clothes suffi­ 
cient. the cashier redeems the clothes 
order at the same figure. 


Enem ies are Many. 
J. Ogden Armour is 44 years old. 
He lias made enemies—bitter ones— 
in bis time; men who have fought 
him at “the game.” and nursed defeat 
In vengeance. 
They have fought him 
fairly and unfairly. 
I hey have called him the head and 
shoulders of the 
“beef 
tru st;” he 
is 
credited—or 
discredited—as 
tho 
"leather tru st;" he owns 50.000 sharer 
in one great railroad in the centra* 
west. huge blocks of stock in othei 
lines reaching to the Atlantic and to 
the Pacific; owner of lines of hug* 
elevators that have strangled comp© 
tit ion; owner of street railway stocks; 
arbiter in the destinies of almost 
countless aggregations of capital; de 
fondant of the privately owned refrig 
orator lines, and pleading innocence 
in the m atter of huge rebates that 
have been in violation of federal laws 
Only a few years ago he was a sick 
man, prostrated by the publicity which 
came of his aggressiveness in “the 
game."

Indianapolis, Ind.^*-That patriotism 
in this country is not at a low ebb is 
indicated by the number of memorials 
to heroes 
and 
statesmen 
recently 
erected. 
There is a close connection 
between patriotism and art. 
One is 
especially reminded of this in the 
study of ancient countries, and it is 
becoming more and more 
true 
of 
America. 
The fact has been empha­ 
sized within a short time by the un­ 
veiling of a statue of Commodore John 
Barry in Philadelphia and the com­ 
pletion by Karl Bitter of a statue of 
Gen. Franz Sigel for a site on River­ 
side Drive. 
Further emphasis was 
added with the unveiling on May 30 
at Indianapolis of a statue of Gen. 
Henry W. Lawton, at which the presi­ 
dent made an important address. 
Gen. Lawton was a soldier of the 
civil war, saw service in the Spanish- 
Amerlonn war, and was killed while 
fighting in the Philippines. 
The re­ 
public has many memorials of soldiers 
of the revolution and the civil war. 
but as yet few’ erected in honor of 
heroes of battle for the flag in the 
faraway islands of the east. 
Special 
interest attaches to the memorial un­ 
veiled at Indianapolis for this reason. 
Gen. Lawton, who was born at Man­ 
hattan, O., in 1843. began his military 
career as an enlisted man in a volun­ 
teer regiment in 1X61 and held the 
rank of major general of volunteers 
when his life was ended by a Filipino 
bullet on December 19. 1899. 
His com­ 
mission as a brigadier general in the 
regular service was being prepared 
when he was shot. 
When war with 
Spain broke out he was in demand 
in the field, for he had enjoyed not 
only a civil war experience, but a 
career as an Indian fighter on the 
plains of the west. One of the famous 
episodes of his career was his pur­ 
suit anil capture of Geronimo. 
He 
was in command of the second divi­ 
sion of the fifth army corps before 
Santiago, and on tho conclusion of 
peace was transferred to the Philip­ 
pines. 
He captured Santa Cruz, a Filipino 
stronghold. April IO. 1899. and San 
Isidro on May 15, and on June I was 
placed in command at Manila. He had 
begun an offensive campaign looking 
toward the capture of Aguinaldo when 
he was killed while directing an at­ 
tack upon the insurgents in an en­ 
gagement near S;#i Mateo, about 15 
miles from Manila. 
A monument was 
erects! by American soldiers at the 
spot where he fell. 
This memorial is 
in the shape of a pyramid lo feet 


high. 
On the top an old Spanish cm* 
non is mounted, surrcr-^led by foul 
modern shells.

WAR HEROES HONORED 


MONUMENTS ERECTED TO NOT- 


ED SOLDIERS AND SEAMAN. 


Statue to Gen. Lawton, Who Fell in 


the Philippines, Unveiled at 


Indianapolis by Presi- 


dent Roosevelt. 


Indianapolis, Ind.-^That patriotism 


in this country Is not at a low ebb is 
Indicated by the number of memorials 
to heroes and statesmen 
recently 


erected. There is a close connection 
between patriotism and art, 
Oiie is 


especially reminded of this In the 
Btady of ancient countries, and it is 
becoming more and more 
true of 


America. 
The fact has been empha- 


sized within a short time by the un- 
veiling of a statue of Commodore John 
Barry in Philadelphia and the com- 
pletion by Karl Bitter of a etatue of 
Gen. Franz Sigel for a site on River- 
side Drivel 
Further emphasis was 


added with the unveiling on May 30 
at Indianapolis of a statue of Gen. 
Henry W. Lawton, at which the presi- 
dent made an Important address. 


Gen. 
Lawton was a soldier of the 


civil war, saw service Jn the Spanish- 
American war, and was killed while 
fighting in the Philippines. The re- 
public has many memorials of soldiers 
of the revolution and the civil war, 
but as yet few erected in honor of 
heroes of battle for the Hag In the 
faraway Islands of the east. Special 
interest attaches to the memorial un- 
veiled at Indianapolis for this reason. 


Gen. Lawton, who was born at Man- 


hattan, O.t In 1843, began his military 
career as an enlisted man In a volun- 
teer regiment in 1S61 and held the 
rank of major general of volunteers 
when his life was ended by a Filipino 
bullet on December 19.1S99. 
His com- 


mission as a brigadier general in the 
regular service \\as being prepared 
when he was shot. 
When war with ( 


Spain broke out he was In demand 
in the field, for he had enjoyed not 
only a civil war experience, but a 
career as an Indian fighter on the 
plains of the west. One of the famous 
episodes of his career was his pur- 
suit and capture of Geronimo 
He 


was in command of the second divi- 
sion of the fifth army corps before 
Santiago, and on the conclusion of 
peace was transferred to the Philip- 
pines. 


He captured Santa Cruz, a Filipino 


stronghold, Apiil 10, 1899, and San 
IsUlro on May 13, and on June 1 was 
placed In command at Manila. He had 
begun an offensive campaign looking 
:oward the capture of Agulnaldo when 
he was killed while directing an at- 
tack upon the insurgents in an en- 
gagement near Safe Mateo, about 15 
miles from Manila. A monument was 
erected by American soldiers at the 
spot where he fell. This memorial is 
n the shape of a pyramid 15 feet 


high. On the top an old Span!si. can- 
non is mounted, surroi^led by foui 
modern shells. The bravo command- 
er was greatly beloved by the soldiers^ 
who fought with him in Cuba and tbe^ 
Philippines, and his character was 
\ most highly esteemed by President 


Roosevelt, his comrade In Cuba, a fact 
that led the latter to accept the invi- 
tation to make the piincipal address 
at the unveiling ceremonies at Indian- 
apolis. 


The 
equestrian 
statute of 
Gen.

forts of Mr. Bitter since he received 
the commission for the work about 
three years ago. The unveiling cere- 
monies will occur in October next. 
The site for the memorial is Riverside 
Drive, and It will be one more impor- 
tant adornment'for a locality that has 
already come to be known as tha 
Acropolis of New York. 


The Barry statue was presented to 


the cltj of Philadelphia by the Soci- 
ety of Friendly Sons of St. Patrick, 
of which the naval hero was a mem- 
ber 
It is of bronze and of heroic size 


and stands in front of Independence 
hall, where it was unveiled on March 
1G by a great-great-grand niece of Bar- 
ry, 12-year-old Miss Elsie Hazel Hep- 
burne. 
Barry is often called 
"the 


Father of the American Navy," and 
his right to the title was defended by 
Rear-Admiral George W. Melville, re- 
tired, In an address which was the 
leading feature of the unveiling cere- 
monies. Harry was born In Ireland la 
1745 and came to the colonies when 15 
years old. 
He commanded the first 


ship that flew the continental flag and 
captured the first vessel taken by an 
American warship.
